A Return to History in Northeast 
Portland

year history, it spent three decades 
under the name Archbishop Howard 
School (AHS). In September 2016 
with permission from Archbishop 
Sample, AHS restored its name to 
St. Rose School, as it was founded in 
1913. 

One family has a unique tie to this 
thriving school’s name change. Tom 
Dubravac graduated with the last St. 
Rose School class in 1986. 30 years 
later, his son Andrew, graduates 
with the first class to usher the 
name back in. Tom went on to 
graduate from Central Catholic— as 
did his wife, Melanie— and Andrew is 
on track to do the same. 




Relic of St. John Paul II visits St. 
Paul Parish School 

St. Paul Catholic School 

Students and staff at St. Paul 
Parish School in Eugene, Oregon 
encountered a first-class relic of St. 
John Paul II on May 25. Accompanied 
by Sisters from the community of 
the Servants of the Pierced Heart, 
a vial of the saint’s blood was 
displayed within a sculpture of the 
Book of the Gospels, similar to the 
one that had been placed on the 
pope’s casket at his funeral Mass 
in 2005. School children and their 
teachers were invited to place a 


prayer card, rosary, or religious 
medal on the relic as the sisters 
prayed with each and every person 
who came forward. Teachers 
commented on how reverent and 
awestruck the children were as 
they sought the saint’s intercession. 
The Sisters spoke with the children 
about relics and about Saint John 
Paul II, especially his love of children 
and the family. Students benefited 
from participating in the traditional 
Catholic practice of venerating 
relics; but even more so, they were 
blessed with an amazing experience 
of how saints intercede for the 
Church on earth.
